USE MOISTURE FOR 
LATE GARDEN CROPS 

AUBURN, Ala.—Midsummer, a 
critical period for any garden, is 
the very time when most work 
should be done to get good vege- 
tables in the fall, according to W. 
A. Ruffin, home garden specialist 
of the State extension service, Suc- 
cessive plantings and good culti- 
vation will make fall vegetables 
possible, 

There is still time for a good 
assortment of vegetables to be 
planted, although July and early 
August were the best times to 
plant. Here are some vegetabies 
that can still be planted: beets, 
broccoli, cabbage, carrots, mus- 
tard, peas, onions, lettuce and 
turnips, 

Some of these vegetables will 
need watering, and often in the 
hot, sunny days it might help to 
shade them until the young plants 
have had an opportunity to get a 
good start, Recent rains have 
furnished needed moisture for late 
garden plantings, he said. 

Ruffin advises farmers and farm 
women to talk to their county 
farm or home demonstration agent 
and obtain their help in making a 
good garden, A small garden well 
cared for, even if it does require 
watering, will pay for itself many 
times with fresh vegetables.

Zion Chapel: Two-room addition 
to Community Building — 22 per 
cent complete, 

Curtis: One class room addition 
and Auditorium—86 per cent com- 
plete. 

Pine Level: A two class-room 
addition and Auditorium—86 per 
cent complete, 

Elba (Negro): Auditorium addi- 
tion—85 per cent complete. 

Damascus: Two class rooms—85 
per cent complete. 

The Basin and Fairview units 
were completed last May and are 
now ready for occupancy. Mt, 
Pleasant, Enterprise, New Brock- 
ton and Kinston are fast nearing 
completion and will be turned over 
to the Board of Education as soon 
as completed. Bluff Springs, Good- 
man and Zion Chapel units are 
fairly weli started and should be 
ready for occupancy by October 1. 

Curtis, Pine Level, Elba (negro) 
and Damascus units are fast near- 
ing completion and date of final 
inspection has been set for Sep- 
tember 11, Major Pershing said. 

Wor the most part, completion 
dates were well in advance of the 
time specified by Congress in the 
Act by which PWA construction 
was authorized. The law speci- 
fies June 30, 1940, as the day when 
a $1,600,000,000 program must be 
finished over the whole nation. 

All of the more than one and 
one-half billion dollars worth of 
public works will be in’ use on or 
before that time, according to Ma- 
jor Pershing. 

Projects in this area provided 
141,401 man-hours of local labor. 
Two and one-half times that many 
hours of work was required in in- 
dustry supplying materials for 
construction, Major Pershing stat- 
ed, He based his figures on em- 
ployment in industry from a sur- 
vey conducted by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics in the Department 
of Labor, 

Major Pershing said that in the 
absence of legislation granting 
Federal aid in the construction of 
PWA projects, he did not feel free 
to make predictions about PWA 
construction after June 30, 1940. 

“IT believe that there is still a 
vast program of public construc- 
tion ready to be undertaken, and 
that such a program is capable of 
taking up any slack in construc- 
tion industries and building 
trades,” he said. 

In Coffee County alone, local au- 
thorities indicated a public need 
for more projects such as additions 
to existing school buildings not in 
this present program, and new 
buildings, one in Elba; an exten- 
sion of the sewage disposal plant 
in Enterprise, and yaroius other 
projects which are urgently need- 
ed for public use in Coffee County.

This increase in the schedule of 


nionthly security wages for WPA 
project workers is in accordance 
with the requirements of the Hmer- 
feney Relief Appropriation Act of 
1939 and the intent of Congress 
as expressed in debate, it was ex- 
plained in a statement from Col. 
¥, C, Harrington, Work Projects 
Commissioner, of Washington 


The order provides for three- 


wage regions by geographical 
areas and within these wage re- 
f£10ns provides for five clagsifica- 
tions of workers, namely: pro- 
fessional and technical, skilled, in- 
termediate, unskilled “A" and un- 
skilled “B"’, Wach of the wage 


regions is broken down by coun- 


ties into four population classifi- 
cations, These provide differen- 
tials in wages for counties, first, 
with no town of over 5,000 popu- 
lation, second, with the largest 
town between 5,000 and 25,000, 
third, between 25,000 and 100,000, 
and fourth, those in which the 
largest city has 100,000 or more 
population. This will make a to- 


tal of only 60 different wage sched- 


ules as against the present num- 
ber of more than 4,000, 


Unskilled WPA rural wages in 


’Region 8, which comprises the 
Southern States, will jump from 
én average of $26 to $35 a month. 
Unskilled wages in this region in 
cities of 100,000 or over will be 
$50.70 2 month as against a pres- 
ent schedule of $40, 


In Coffee County, where no town 


or city has more than 5,000 popu- 


lation, according to the 1930 cen- 


sus, “unskilled B" workers will re- 
ceive $31.20 per month, “unskiled 


A” workers will receive $35.10 per 
month, intermediates $42.90 per 
month, and skilled workers $54.60. 
These figures are all based on 
130 hours of work per month, 
However, in announcing this new 


schedule of monthly security wag- 


es for WPA workers in Alabama,

ISAIAH: A LIFE DEDICATED 
TO GOD 


LESSON THXT—Isalah 6:1-13, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Here am I; send me, 
—Isalah 6:8, 


Crisis! We have had so many of 
them that they have almost become 
commonplace. There has been one 
war crisis after another, There have 
been world crisis and domestic crt- 
sis until the word has almost lost 
its meaning, 

In the life of the individual, how- 
ever, the times of crisis are very 
real and important. In a critical 
illness one knows when the crisis 
comes, and he who safely passes 
that hour is on the road to recov- 
ery. More vital than a physical 
crisis is a spiritual crisis, when a 
man meets God face to face and his 
future destiny is determined by the 
response which he makes to God's 
call. Isaiah had such an experience 
when he came to realize God's glo- 
ry, confessed his own unworthiness, 
and sought cleansing of life as a 
preparation for commission to servy- 
ice, , 

I. “I Saw the Lord” (vy, 1-4), 

King Uzziah, who had begun well 
but had forgotten God, was at the 
end of his life, a leper because of 
his sin, and dying in disgrace. Is- 
rael which had known unprecedent- 
ed prosperity under God's blessing 
now hardened its heart nationally 
against God and was also about to 
go into eclipse. God needed a man 
to speak for Him in such an hour, 
to bring to His people a message 
of judgment and also of blessed in- 
vitation, To prepare that man, the 
great Isalah, God gave a remarka- 
ble manifestation of His glory and 
power, 

It is essential that the man who 
speaks for God should first see the 
Lord high and lifted up and to hear 
of His holiness and glory. The neg- 
ative tone of the present-day mes- 
sage, the lack of enthusiasm and 
interest in holy things, the low 
standards of personal holiness, the 
failure to preach boldly the truth 
regarding God's holy standards are 
to be explained by the fact that 
there has been no vision of: the 
eternal holiness and glory of God. 
The need of the people today is the 
same as it was in the time of Isaiah. 
Where are the men and women who 
are ready for a vision like his and 
for the commission which will fol- 
low? 

Il. “Woe Is Me! for I Am Un- 
dorfe”’ (v. 5). 

To see the holiness of God is to 
be immediately conscious of one’s 
own sin and unworthiness. The ob- 
vious conclusion which one draws 
from that fact is that anyone who 
{s proud, who is not concerned about 
his own sins and the sing of his peo- 
ple, is living far from God and has 
either never known or has forgot- 
ten about His divine holiness. 


Isaiah spoke of the pollution of 
his lips, thereby confessing that his 
heart was not right. Whereof the 
heart is full, thereof speaketh the 
mouth, for we read in Matthew 12: 
34 that out of the abundance of the 
heart the mouth speaketh. Re- 
member that even though Isaiah 
was a believer he recognized the 
need of cleansing, 

Ill, “Then . . . He Touched My 
Mouth” (vv. 6, 7, R. V.). 

“Then’’? — what an important 
word! When Isaiah called out in 
humble confession, ‘‘then'’’ he was 
cleansed. The turning point is right 
at that place for any life. Only 
when we come to the place of con- 
fession and contrition which Isaiah 
knew, can we expect the Lord to 
send the cleansing fire and the en- 
abling power. 

None but God can giye this cleans- 
ing. Man is unable to wash him- 
self clean. ‘'For though thou wash 
thee with nitre, and take thee much 
soap, yet thine iniquity is marked 
before me, saith the Lord’ (Jer, 
2:22.

LNERANOKS ARK ADVOCA'TED 


AUBURN, Ala, The Alabuma 
Idxtension Service today joined the 
“advertise” Alabama movement 
Wilh & suggestion by Homer 8, 
hisher, landscape gardener, that 
attractive roudside stands near the 
entrances lo the State be selected 
as information centers on points 
to be seen by tourists, 

Not only would this serve in di- 
recting the tourist to the towns 
and points of interest but bulletins 
und maps showing the State's 
beauty spots could be issued and 
Gistributed from these stations, 
Wisher said, 

"It has been estimated that 75 
per cent of the people traveling 
our highways ave seeking pleasure 
und recreation and are interested 
in seing beautiful scenery,” he said, 
“By selecting suitable roadside 
Slunds, ov service stations in at- 


yj tractive park-like areas at the 


State line, the State could have a 
Sure way of petting into the hands

KEJECTION OF SEED BIDS 
ANNOUNCED BY TRIPLE-A 

WASHINGTON, D, C.—The Ag- 
ricuitural Adjustment Administra- 
tion has announced that bids in 
response to a recent advertisement 
for the purchase of 5,512,000 
pounds of hairy vetch and Aus- 
trian winter pea seed have been 
rejected because the prices bid 
were considered too high. 

Except for one bid on a small 
quantity of seed, bids ranged in 
prices from $5.22% to $5.90 per 
hundred pounds for peas, delivered 
at local points in the Southeastern 
States, and $10.10 to $16.00 per 
hundred for vetch. 


The rejected bids covered seed 
which would have been furnished 
to farmers in the South and South- 
east in lieu of payments under the 
1939 Agricultural Conservation 
Program. The purpose of the pro- 
posed seed purchase project—sim- 
ilar to the experiment carried out 
last year—was to increase the use 
ot winter legumes in the Southern 
and Southeastern States, where 
land is subject to severe leaching 
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and erosion. Such seeds would 
have been used principally by 
producers unable to purchase the 
seed otherwise cr by producers in 
territory where the growing of 
these crops heretofore has not 
been a common practice, 

State committees in the States 
where these seeds would have been 
furnished have been advised that 
they will not be available this year 
as @ grant of aid,
